AND FOOD, THERE EXIST FOLLOWING BASIC FACTORS FOR

1() ELEMENTS OF INCERTAINTY APPEAR BIGGER THAN BEFORE, 
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IN ECONOMIC TERMS AND IN POLITICO-ECONOMIC TERMS. 
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HOW TO ASSESS THEM? 

(2) IN U.N.G.A., LDC TENDED TO UNITE IN DEMONSTRAT- 
ING THEIR CAUSE AND CHALLENGE DC ON ECONOMIC PROBLEMS 
BY TRYING TO LINK THEM WITH POLITICAL DEMANDS. SUCH
